THE NEED 

Americans stand at a crossroads to¬ 
day. and face a question of immense 
importance. Shall they retain their heri¬ 
tage of freedom—a heritage mode pos¬ 
sible through the observance of limited 
government, private enterprise, and a 
morality based on eternal truths and 
principles? Or shall they turn to one 
of the various systems of collectivism — 
systems which deny morality and truth, 
systems which have destroyed the free¬ 
dom of peoples throughout the world? 

The answer lies with the youth of 
America. It is the youth who must 
shoulder the burdens imposed by the 
mistakes of the past, and it is the youth 
who will be responsible for the future. 
With the very survival of their nation 
and their freedom at stake, the youth 
of America must participate more than 
ever before in the political life of their 
nation.

Their programs will be de¬ 
veloped under local conditions and to¬ 
ward achievement of local Conservative 
objectives. We are a grass-roots youth 
movement. The stimuli and the action 
must come from the grass-roots, rather 
than from the top. s 

The national headquarters of 
Young Americans For Freedom, under 
the direction of our officers and directors, 
will assist and help implement local 
activities insofar as is possible. From 
time to time, specific national objectives 
will be formulated and the national 
membership and local chapters will be 
asked to cooperate. The times and the 
issues at stake will develop our program 
and guide the future activities of Young 
Americans For Freedom. The one ma¬ 
jor objective of the organization will 
be to do all within our power—through 
youth action —to realize the great prin¬ 
ciples outlined in the Sharon Statement.

Re New York letter May 4, 1961, which suggested that 
the Bureau explore the possibility of discreetly utilizing 
under the Counterintelligence Program the Young Americans for 
Freedom (YAF), a nationwide organization of conservative views, 
which organisation is apparently militantly fighting communism. 
Relet suggested that in this connection the leadership of 
chapters of the organization at various colleges could be 
discreetly determined, and when Danny Rubin, Marvin M&rkman, 
and other members of the Communist Party (CP) leadership appear 
at a college to speak on behalf of communism, members of the 
YAF could be anonymously provided in advance with ammunition; 
for example, background of the CP speaker, "loaded" questions, 
prior embarrassing public statements made by the Party leader, 
et cetera. 

While this suggestion on its face appears to have 
merit, it la believed that because of the controversial situation 
which has developed around the John Birch Society any inquiry, 
no matter hew discreet, on a college campus concerning the 
YAF could lead to the erroneous belief that the FBI was invest!- ■ 
gating this organization because of Its anticommunist activity* 

It is, therefore, not believed that the Bureau should alert 
the other counterintelligence offices at this time to this 
youth organization and suggest possible use of the organization 
under the Counterintelligence Program. 

A review of the Bureau files Indicates that the 
March 26. 1961, issue of "The Worker" on page five carried 
an article written by Mike Newberry entitled "The Trail of 
Goldwater's Youth Corps Leads to the Chiang Kai-shek Lobby."

The "Shreveport Journal," dally newspaper published 
In Shreveport,. Louis iana, contained an article on January 19 
1961, reporting., plans for the organization of a Caddo- 
Bossler chapter of the Young Americans for Freedom, a 
conservative movement among teenagers, This article 
stated that TOMMIJ^WSLCH, Bossier High student, would out¬ 
line the aims of the organization at a meeting of the 
National Organization for Whites to be held in the 
Shreveport Civic Center on January 20, 1961 , and that a 
film, "Operation Abolition," showing the student riots in 
connection with the Un-American Activities Committee hear¬ 
ing in San Francisco, California, would also be shown 
during the meeting• 


The article described WELCH as the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ji, CT^W^LCH of Benton, Louisiana, and 
reported TOMMIE Wj^LCH as stating that a board of adult 
advisers,for the Young Americans for Freedom had been^ 
selected; and he identified these advisers as J. D-^gtfENSON, 
BOB/MATHENY, and BILLER (JTLEDGE, all Bossier C^ty bUsiness- 
^ 1 men. The article also stated that GEORGJT^GJflNES of 
i Tulane University is the regional director of the group 

and stated the Young Americans for Freedom was organized 
nationally at a meeting held September 9-H> I960, at 
Sharon, Connecticut, with national headquarters being 
in New York City^ The Sharon meeting was reported to 
have issued what Is known as "The Sharon Statement," 
which holds that it is the function of government to 
preserve order, provide for national defense and the 
administration of Justice. 

The article goes on to quote the "Sharon 
Statement" as follows: 

"When government ventures bqyond these right¬ 
ful functions It accumlates power whicT\tends to diminish 
order and liberty. The Constitution of \he United States 




Is the best arrangement yet devised for empowering 
government to-fulfill Its proper role while restraining 
it from the coricentratlon and abuse of power. The 
genius of the Constitution -- the division of powers — 
is summed up In the clause which reserves primacy to the 
several states, or .to the people, in those spheres not 
specifically delegated to the federal government. When 
government interferes with the market economy. It tends to 
reduce the moral and physical strength of the nation; 
that when it. takes from one man to bestow on another 
it diminishes the incentive of the first, the integrity 1 
of the second and the moral autonomy of both,". 

The "Shreveport Times," daily newspaper published 
in Shreveport,.Louisiana, contained an article on 
January '21, l§6l, reporting the meeting held on January 20, 
1961, of the National Organization for Whites,.at which 
TOMMIE WELCH outlined the aims of the Young Americans 
for : Freedom. The article states teenagers 16 or older 
would be invited to join YAF and quoted WELCH as stating 
he would ask the national group to lower - the age limit 
to 14. The article stated the NOW donated $45.73 to help 
YAF get organized. The article quoted WELCH as stating 
YAF is opposed to "left-wing minority groups," and that 
YAF has a chapter at Tulane University.- WELCH also 
stated that efforts would be made to enlist" teenagers in 
a Caddo-Bossier chapter of the organization.

The article went on to report that other - 
speakers at the meeting included JERRY^dSRISTOL, President 
of National Organization for Whites; J. LEONMslJLLIAMS, 
Vice-President; BILL - " RUTLEDGE, member of the board of 
adult advisers for the local young movement; and J. D.

In the buttle that is now being waged be-

In this global conflict, what is there that 
one can can do (clone or layman) in his 
local community to strengthen this heritage 
and to counter communism?

After reading Mr. Sullivan’s article and studying its context very care- 

I fully, I am left somewhat confused in the difference between the "Do's 
and Don'ts Department." He cites many statements of what one should 
not do and then follows these statements by a quotation from you, Mr. Hoover. 

I have read your articles on the communist menace and am now waiting to 
receive your book which I have sent for, namely "Masters of Deceit." All 
your statements on communism have been very clear and to the point but 
Mr. Sullivan's statements in last evenings paper have left me points to 
question as to just exactly what he actually means we should do to combat 
communism and to me they seem to be in contrast as to the statements you 
have issued on this same subject. 

I feel that Mr. Sullivan has left the readers dangling in mid-air. He stated 
that we should learn about the communist threat yet leaves us with the feeling 
that there really isn’t anything we as citizens can actually do to combat this 
menace. 

In the "Do's" department he mearly repeats some of the same things he has 
stated in the "Don'ts." 

I do not believe that we can go inr. for name calling to further the anti¬ 
communist cause but I surly believe, that when we as citizens are aware of 
I known communists working in our cities, towns, and state we certainly 
I should do what we can to expose these self-admitted communists and bring 
them and their activities'to full attention of the public. Only by the public 
knowing the communist threat exists in their community are they going to 
be able to do some tiling about bringing this threat to an end. A 





I belong to two organizations in Minneapolis, "We, The People" and 
"Young Americans for Freedom" which have been working very diligently 
to bring the communist menace out into the open. 

In the later part of August, 1961, last, the Y. A. F. were successful in 
] freaking up the communist picnic In Shorewood, on Lake Minnetonka, a 
su berb of Minneapolis. About two weeks later we again brought to public 
attention a communist front meeting at the Y. M. C. A. on the University 
of Minnesota campus. This meeting of communists was to pick delegates 
to go to the National Communist Party Convention in New York City, 

September 24, 1961. This front meeting was also brought to the attention 
of the public. 

We were successful enough in our venture that the television station which 
covered the picnic received a very nasty telegram from Gus Hall calling all 
those who participated in breaking up the picnic, "Facists, ” and a few other 
unkindly names. Gus Hall insisted that the television station publicly apologize 
to which they publicly refused. 

After the Y. M. C. A. publicity, Gus Hall chose to come to Minneapolis personally. 
Needless to say he was very unhappy as to the outcome of the efforts put forth 
by a few individuals to bring to public attention just what his party was doing 
in our city and state. We did not back down at this tine and we do not intend 
to back down in the future. Everything that our two groups have done in the 
past and intend to do in the future to destroy the communist party in our 
city, state and country has always been highly above board and will most surly 
continue to be done so. This is why I personally cannot agree with Mr. Sullivan's 
article completely. I feel that he wishes the public not get involved openly in 
the fight against communism but pray tell me, how else are we going to succeed 
in getting rid of this threat to our free society if we do not act openly when 
we have absolute proof, and only when we have absolute proof, against the 
communist party threat and bring it to the attention of the public.

YOUNG AMERICANS FOR FREEDOM 


On December 16, 1961, 
Metropolitan Police Department, 
advised as follows i 


A group of people identifying themselves as The 
Young Americans for Freedom, 74 Madison Avenue, New York 
City, arrived at the White House, Washington, D. C., at about 
1:00 p.m. They planned to have 500 demonstrators but during 
the time they demonstrated they never numbered more than 200. 
The number of demonstrators varied as groups left and returned 
after eating and resting. 


These pickets carried signs protesting United 
Nations action in Katanga, advocated a resumption of atomic 
testing by the United States and that the United States 
negotiate from strength. 


Signs carried by the pickets indicated that Young 
Americans for Freedom groups from the following places were 
represented: 


Trinity College, Princeton University, Dunbarton 
College, Hunter College, George Washington University, 
American University, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, and the 
District of Columbia, Metropolitan Council. 


Some of the signs read as follows 
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YOUNG AMERICANS FOR FREEDOM 


"Better Brave than Slave." 

"Better Fed than Red - ban the Bum (KHRUSHCHEV)." 
"Merry Christmas Katanga, from the U. N."

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, ALSO KNOWN AS 
WORLD UNION OF FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS 

A source advised on February 27 , 1959, that George 
Lincoln Rockwell, of Arlington, Virginia, had held an 
organizational meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 
1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to the 
source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of the 
organization. Rockwell told those present that the WUFENS 
would be an international movement, but that the section of 
the organization in the United States would be known as the 
American Party of the WUFENS. 

Rockwell, on.March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of the 
program of the WUFENS stating that he expects to become President 
of the United States through the organization's platform. The 
main tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected in the pregram, call for 
the migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution 
of all jews guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 8 , 1961 * that the 
main activity of the organization, in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picketings with anti-Jewish and 
anti-Negro placards and talks by Rockwell attacking. Jews as 
traitors to the United States. The headquarters of the American 
Nazi Party is located at 928 North Randolph Street, Arlington,

In January, 1957 j a source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam ," 

On May 5» 19&1, a second source advised: ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOl) . 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters 
of the NOl. In mid i 960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD's organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI Is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by ALLAH,' the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder¬ 
ness of North America by establishing an independent black 
nation in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD's 
teaching and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there 
Is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called_ Negroes are 
slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, in¬ 
cluding MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members 
owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1358, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of hi3 organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
r.ot indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization. 





On May 17, 1961, a -third source advised: MUHAMMAD 
had, early In July, 1958, decided to de-emphaslze the 
religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress 
the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who 
joined the NOI. This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, 
would help him' acquire additional followers and create 
more interest in his programs. 
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ON GUARD COMMITTEE FOR FREEDOM (OGCFF 


A confidential source advised on February 15, 1961, 
that the "On Guard Committee for Freedom" (OGCFF) was formed 
on February 14, 1961, in the Harlem section of New York City. 
Its purpose was to avenge the death of PATRICE LUMUMBA and 
the fathers and mothers of slaves killed in the past. 

"The New York Times", issue of March 1, 1961, on 
page twenty-five, commented that CALVIN L. HICKS, a newspaper 
writer, who is editor of a six-page newspaper, is associated 
with the OGCFF. The tabloid edited by him has favored the 
LUMUMBA and CASTRO regimes and has called on President KENNEDY 
to aid"Afro-A:nerican" families in Tennessee while asserting 
the U.S. was subsidizing Cubans in Florida. 

A second confidential source on February 29, 1956, 
furnished information that CALVIN L. HICKS was at that time a 
member of a Communist Party cell in Boston, Massachusetts. 

The Communist Party has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to. Executive 
Order 10450. 

The May, 1961 edition of "On Guard , ,f official organ 
of the OGCFF, on page two, stated that the purpose of the OGCFF 
v/as "to act as an educational and action organization. To 
Inspire our people to united rna3s action on issues affecting 
their rights and opportunities. To expose those agents and 
agencies representative of government who violate those 
principles and documents upon which this country was founded." 
The above editorial contained in part, "In order to Implement 
the above-mentioned principles, OGCFF shall advocate and make 
use of the picket line, the boycott, the petition forums and 
mass circulation of 'On Guard', our monthly newspaper." 
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SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY - 
NEW YORK LOCAL_ 


A source stated on August 25, I960, that the 
New York Local of the Socialist Workers Party (SV/P) was 
formed during January, 1938 , in New York City. 

A second source stated on April 21, 1961, that 
the New York Local of the SWP is affiliated with and 
follows the aims and purposes of the National SWP.

A source advised on May 3, 1961, that the original YSA 
was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New York City, 
by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly mem-, 
bers and followers of the SWP. The leaders of this group were 
the guiding forces in the establishment of the national organ¬ 
ization. 

The source further advised that the YSA is dominated 
and controlled ir ics leadership and ranks by members of the SWP.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC) 


The April 6 , i 960 , edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba, placed by the FPCC. This 
advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in New York 
City, listed various sponsors cf the Committee and declared 
the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press on Cuban 
affairs. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961 , 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, I 96 I, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one of the 
organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH Identified 
ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of theEPCC and said TABER 
drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
further testified that he and TABER obtained $3 j 500 from the 
Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's Foreign Minister, 
which fundB, along with about $ 1,100 collected from supporters 
of the FPCC, paid for the cost of aforementioned advertisement 
in "The New York Times". 

On October 3.. I960, a source advised that the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become active in the FPCC, 
and that SWP members, in a recent FPCC election, had been able 
to remove several Communist Party members who were on the 
Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of the organization. 
This source asserted that the SWP members believed that they 
had achieved a great Influence in the course of the Cuban 
revolution through their control of theFPCC, 

On February 10, 1961 , a second source advised that 
PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and member of the 
National Committee,CP, USA, had reportedly stated recently that 
the FPCC had been captured by the Trotskyites, but that the 
CP had not given up In the FPCC. 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

The.above sources have furnished reliable information 
in the past.

According to "The New York Times" of March 1, 1961, 
this organization is headed by* Daniel H. Watts, 37, an 
architect, as President, and Richard Gibson, a graduate student 
and former radio news writer, as Secretary. Mr. Watts claims 
a nationwide membership of 400, mostly Negro, aiming to aid 
"African freedom fighters" and promote awareness of a common 
heritage of Afro-Americans and Africans”. 

Mr. Watts has been the Executive Secretary of a 
Council for Advancement of the Negro in Architecture, and 
Mr. Gibson is the New York Chairman of the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee. Watts stated, "We have nothing to do with 
Communists". This group uses a mail address of Post Office 
Box 303, Cathedral Station, New York City.

The Fulton Lewis, Jr., column appearing in the "New York 
Mirror" March 7, 1962, contained information indicating that a 
meeting was held "the other night" of representatives of the 
Young Democrats, the Communist Forty and Black Nationalist 
groups. This meeting was held in the office of Daniel H. Uatts, 
leader of the Liberation Committee for Africa. The Director 
asked "Did we know of this meeting? H." 

While we did not know that this meeting was going to 
be held, we have been aware of the activities of the Youth 
Organizing Committee Against the Ultra-Right Rally since New York 
furnished us information on February 9, 1962, concerning it and 
the program being carried out by this group. We have also been 
aware that the Communist Party front group, Advance, the Black 
Misllms and flfcgro nationalist groups Including the Liberation 
Committee for Africa were the organizations connected with the 
committee. New York has kept us advised of the programs laid 
down at meetings of this committee and has been closely following 
the activities of the group in implementing its programs. 
Information concerning the participation or the Americans for 
Democratic Action and Young Democrats has also been furnished 
by the New York Office. 

Information received indicated that the committee was 
originally formed to protest the appearance of Moise Tshombc, 
President of the Congo's Katanga Province, as the main speaker 
at the Young Americans for Freedom rally being held at Madison 
Square Garden in New York City on March 7, 1962. Since Tshombc 
has not been granted a visa to visit the United States, many 
of the individuals have lost interest in participating in the 
picketing. 

Information concerning the Young Americans for Freedom 
rally and the picketing of this rally has been furnished to the 
Department, State, and Armed Forces intelligence agencies.

There arc at present a large 
number of extreme right-wing 
organisations operating in the 
U.S. with an alarming number 
of young people participating. 
The "Young Americans for 
Freedom" claiming 260 college 
and other chapters throughout 
the country, arc planning a 
"Rally for World Ubeialion 
from Communism", where they 
will honour President Moise 
Tshombc, the pro-fascist pup¬ 
pet of imperialism in the Congo. 
Tshombc in the meanwhile has 
been leading a war against the 
U N. troops in the Congo. The 
destruction of the United Na¬ 
tions Organisation is the ulter¬ 
ior motive of the so-called 
"Young Americans for Free¬ 
dom". 

The most publicised and pro¬ 
bably the largest, is the John 
Birch Society, a cloait and dag¬ 
ger pro - fascist organisation 
named after a young anti-com¬ 
munist missionary killed light¬ 
ing the Chinese revolutionary 
forces.

The Internal Security Act 
(McCarran) was passed Sept. 
23rd, 1900, at the height of 
the cold war hysteria and Mc¬ 
Carthyite terror. It was a weap¬ 
on aimed at the Communist 
Party and other vProgrossive 


organizations. It was based on 
similar Bills. (Mund - Nixon 
tabled in U.S. Congress in 
1948), and carried an amend¬ 
ment (Section 2) of the Com¬ 
munist Activities Control Act 
(1954). 

The Communist Party of the 
United States of America, the 
moBt consistent and staunch 
defender of democracy and the 
American Constitution has been 
waging a struggle against this 
law for 11 years, appealing 
twice to the Supreme Court to 
declare the McCarran Act un¬ 
constitutional. 

The rejection of these appeals 
means tbe CPSUA must regist¬ 
er as "a communist action or¬ 
ganization." The penalty for 
not doing so is fine of 810.000.00 
FOR EACH DAY IT DOES 
HOT REGISTER. If the Party 
as an organization fails to reg¬ 
ister, Its officers must do so 
wlthio 30 days. The penalty for 
failure to do so Is J10.000.00 
fine snd 5 years in prison for 
each day o/ non-compliance. If 
officers do not register then 
individual members are’"ordered 
to register within 80 days or 
face the same inhuman pen¬ 
alties.
